The extraordinary thing about 
this site, as Dr. Kelly pointed out, 
is that a mound constructed over 
it, has protected it from adultcra- 
tion by later’ and lesser cultures, 
Around the edges of the mound 


‘have been found artifacts of a later 


civilization, but those in the village 


“We have never had any cléar 
idea of what Cahokia civilization 
was really like,® said Dr. Kelly. 
“This village site provides the first 
aecurate index, and it suggests 
that the vague ideas we had were 
sometimes misleading. 

“Some of the things generally 
classified as Cahokia have _ not 
been found in the pure village site, 
but have been associated with the 
remains of a demonstrably later 
culture in the mound which was 
built over the site. It appears 
likely, at the present stage of our 
studies, that previous ideas of 
Cahokia culture have been based 
on mixed evidence, which includ- 
ed some Cahokia, but was con- 
taminated by remains from other 
clltures.”’ | 

The indication is so important to 
American archeology that other 
scientists, who have based appar- 
ently iron-clad hypotheses on pre- 
vious ideas of Cahokia civilization,

Later Relics Found, 

Out in the mound, separate from 
the Cahokia remains of the village 
site, were found artifacts of the 
Don Dixon type, 
known to be of a considerably later 
civilization. 

A treasure of this type pottery 
was found when Stirling, learning 
that Louis McCarey had unearthed 
Indian skeletons in excavating to 
build a*home just east of the 
Powell farm, obtained perinission 
to make explorations there. A 
dozen burials were found, a half- 
dozen pots of the Lewistown type, 
and, some distance from them and 
the burials, a water bottle of much 
finer workmanship. 

The Lewistown culture, explained 
Dr. Kelly, has been demonstrated 
by Prof. Fay Cooper-Cole, famous 
archeologist, to be the most recent 
of four or five separate civiliza- 
tions, and, while occuring here in 
the same vicinity as Cahokia arti- 
facts, was shown to be of later date, 
since it was found in the mound 
which had been built over the Ca- 
hokia site. 


FOUND SANE AFTER TEN YEARS 
AND SENTENCED TO DEATH 


Georgia Murderer to be Executed 
Oct.- 23, After Term in

SAVANNAH, Ga., Sept. 26.—A 
man, who escaped the death pen- 
alty for murder 10 years ago be- 
cause he was adjudged insane and 
sent to an asylum, was declared 
sane today and was sentenced to 
execution Oct. 23. 

In returning a first degree ver- 
dict against Benjamin W. Davis for 
the murder of Thomas E. White 
in 1921, the jury found he was in- 
sane but specified the death sen- 
tence should be carried out if he 
ever regained his sanity. He was 
examined by doctors today, who 
declared him “no longer insane.” 
Judge Peter W. Meldrim called him 
into court and fixed the date of 
execution.

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MANCHURIA GETS 
NO JAPANESE AID 


Chinese Proposing to Es- 
tablish Separate Govern- 
ment at Mukden Seek 
Mikado’s Support. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Sept. 26.—The tangled 
Manchurian situation, complicated 
by Japanese occupation of the 
South Manchurian railway zones 


}and the transfer of the capital for 


the three Eastern provinces (Man- 
churia), from Mukden to Chin- 
chowfu, was given a further twist 
today by activities of divisionist 
agitators. 

The Japanese Government stated 
officially it found no favor in pro- 
posals for breaking Manchuria up 
into two or more independent 
states, but that both Chinese and 
Mongolian groups had made pro- 
posals to that end. 

Chang Hsueh-Liang, son of 
Chang Tso-Lin, former dictator of 
Manchuria, which he ruled with 
an iron hand until his death, is in 
Peiping, where he is recovering 
from a serious illness. It - was 
by his order, however, that the 
provincial capital was moved to 
Chinchowfu, half way nearer the 
great wall than Mukden. He also 
appointed Chang Tso-hsiang one 
of his late father’s trusted lieuten- 
ants, to commend all Manchurian 
troops north of the great wall. 

Plan to Split Up Manchuria. 

Today’s official advices said a 
delegation of Chinese that seeks 
to establish a separate government 
at Mukden, had called upon the 
Japanese commander-in-chief, Shi- 
géru Honjo, asking his aid in soli¢- 
iting Japan's support in the ovey- 
throwing of Chang Hsueh-Lianj 
and the establishment of an indb- 
pendent government.

Builds Quebec Roads and Schools

Once Backward Province Spends Liberally on 
Improvements With Control Commission’s 
Revenue—$1,000,000 for Charities. 


Specia} to the Post-Dispatch. 
. MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 26.— 


In the fiscal year ended June 30 
last, revenue of the Quebec liquor 
commission was $8,700,721. Liquor 
is the province’s largest single 


source Of revenue. Total ordinary 
receipts were $41,630,620 and ordi- 
nary expenditures were $40,853,- 
844, 

As a large part of the liquor 
revenue goes toward improving the 
highways and educational facilities 
it is apparent that the province 
could not have spent the money 
it ‘has on roads and schools with- 
out the receipts from the commis- 
sion which controls the gale of 
liquor. Of this revenue also $1,000,- 
000 was set aside for charities. 

In addition to the liquor commis- 


sion trading account of $8,700,721, 
there are some other items which 
are subsidiary to the liquor busi- 
ness at least to some extent. One 
such item is licenses of hotels. res- 
taurants, etc., which amounted to 
$364,512, less disbursements of 
$4283 -—— total $360,228. Another 
item is liquor permits and duties— 
$1,299,278. Thus it will be seen 
that the total direct and indirect 
revenue exceeds $10,000,000. 

Quebec accordingly is able to 
make libeygal expenditures on desir- 
able objects and maintain the 
province’s credit. Before the pres- 
ent liquor law went into effect 
Quebec was backward in roads and 
education because of lack of funds. 
Quebec highways are now recog- 
nized &s among the best in the 
Dominion.

WASHINGTON, Sept, 26.—The 
Rev. “Bob” Shuler, self-styled “agi- 
tator for righteousness” over his 
Station, KGEF, Los Angeles, today 
enlivened a Radio Commission 
hearing on a license renewal appli- 
cation when questioned regarding 
his reference to one of-the Com- 
missioners as a Catholic. 

Commissioner Robinson of West 
Virginia demanded an explanation 
from the pastor of the Trinity 
Methodist Chureh, South, owner of 
the station, of a communication he 
recently sent to the commission, 
referring to “a Catholic Commis- 
| sioner.” 

Shuler responded that he meant 
“the gentleman from New York"— 
Commissioner Starbuck—and that 
he had been informed of the Com- 
missioner’s religion by an examiner 
“in whom you all have confidence.” 

The exchange caused much 
laughter in the crowded hearing 
room. Starbuck himself demanded 
to know whether Shuler had 
“checked this report.” 

“As a matter of fact,’? Robison 
put in as Shuler began to answer, 
“there are two Methodists on the 
commission, and three members of 
other denominations.” 

Robinson took Shuler to task for 
broadcasts attacking public offi- 
cials and events. 

“I think the radio is for public 
discussions,’’ Robinson said, “but 
the fear I have is whether you 
have done this in the right way— 
whether you have done it in a 
reckless, indecent way. 

“Can't you be so reckless as to 
bring about greater harm than the 
public service you do? * * * The 
radio is the greatest gift God has

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EPISCOPALIANS BAR

Adopt Plan for Ceremony to 
Follow Three Days After 
License Is Obtained. 


IN SPECIAL ELECTION 
FOR CONGRESSMAN

DENVER, Colo., Sept. 26.—A,s 
committee of the House of Bishops 
of the Episcopal Church today re- 
jected a proposed matrimonnial 
canon, approved yesteday by the 
House of Deputies, which would 
have established ecclesiastical! 
courts with authority to grant com- 
municant rights to divorced per- 
sons, | 

The committee offered a new 
proposal as a substitute. The com- 
mittee’s proposed canon agrees 
with that of the Deputies in most 
respects. The chief difference con- 
cerns the status in the church of 
a divorced person who has remar- 
ried. Discussion of this point was 
set for Menday with prospects that 
a conference committee may be 
appointed to iron out differences. 

The Bishops defeated a provision 
contained both in the Deputies 
canon and that advanced by their 
own canon committee, requiring 
partics to a marriage to sign a 
pledge declaring a belie? in the 
Christian ideal of marriage as a 
life long physical and _  spjritua! 
union. 

The majority.of Bishops agreed 
with Bishop Irving Peake John- 
son, Colorado, who said “there is 
no need of making them sign a 
pledge to keep a pledge which they 
will take during the solemnization 
of the marriage.” 

Two provisions contained in 
neither proposal were adopted. 
One requires the intervention of 
three days between the issuance 
of a mariage license and the per- 
formance of the ceremony. This 
was adopted by a narrow margin, 
and Only after considerable debate. 
The other provision requires that 
one party to a marriage must have 
been baptized. 

Other eonvention developments 
today included the adoption of a 
resolution by the House of Bishops 
allowing married women to serve 
as deaconesses. The proposal has 
been controversial in the church 
for 11 years. The Bishops also 
adopted a resolution providing for 
an assistant to the presiding Bish-

Co-Operating With Strikers, 

Co-operation of other farm 
groups was announced yesterday 
by the striking produces. J. F. 
Beach, executive secretary of the 
Michigan Milk Producers, arrived 
to address farmers’ meetings last 
night at Brownstown and Teutopo- 
lis, Ill., and the Pairie Farmer ot- 
fered the broadcasting services of 
itg Chicago radio station, WLS. 

The Illinois Agricultural Assocla- 
tion of 65,000 members placed its 
staff at the disposal of the Sani- 
tary Producers and issued a state- 
ment that the controversy was “of 
more than local significance,” and 
the issue was the right to collec- 
tive bargaining “where there is 
partial or complete monopolistic 
control by handlers of farm pro- 
ducts.” It attacked the arbitrary 
and arrogant stand of the Pevely 
company and its president, Dan 
Kerckhoff, in refusing to recognize 
that farmers have any rights or in- 
terests in the sale of their milk.”

Rogers probably entertains more people than Douglas Fairbanks 
and Mary Pickford do at “Pickfair,” but he has made it a rule not 
to let the newspapers know anything of his social activities. 

To this end, Rogers refuses to have a telephone in his home. 
His wife and daughter and his two sons have, time and again, im- 
plored him to consent to a telephone on the premises, but while he 
gives them almost anything they ask for, he draws the line at a phone. 

“Too much of a nuisance,” is his excuse. 

Besides being the busiest man in the film colony, Rogers is the 
hardest man in Hollywood to interview. All his appointments have 
to be made through the medium of his secretary, and if she does 
not think Rogers would want to make an appointment, the inter- 
viewer is out of luck. . 

Rogers ig particularly shy of newspaper folk and magazine 
writers. He is a writer himself and gets big money for his gags. 
They are his stock in trade. It isn’t good business to give away your 
etock—and Will Rogers is a good business man. 

However, once contact is made, Rogers will talk a blue streak, 
but mostly on subjects that do not concern himself, his activities or 
his family.

H: holds his family sacred and it is only on rare occasions that 


one of its members is seen in hig company on the Fox lot where 

he makes pictures and where, in his automobile, equipped with a 
typewriter, he composes most of the matter he writes for the news- 
papers.

Rogers is said to be one of the wealthiest men in the motion 
picture industry.

“The secret of my 
success, if I’ve been successful, is keeping young, associating with 
young people, my children for the most part. 

“I never worry and I expect to live to be 100 years old. Happi- 
ness means long life and I’m happy always. Worry kills more people 
than bootleggers. I never fret and I never drink.” 

Rogers does not smoke, “either. He chews gum constantly to 
keep down his desire to smoke. 

In Rogers’ ‘home town, Claremore, Ok., there is a pretentious 
hotel called the Rogers House, named for the famous wit, but he 
has never got excited over the fact. 

“IT used to envy. Gen. Grant and Jesse James and ex-President 
Arthur because they had cigars named for them, but now I’ve kinda 
fot it on them. Anyway, a hotel is bigger than a cigar and this 
hotel has more bathrooms than Buckingham Palace.” . 

Diet has no place on Rogers’ daily routine. He eats three hearty 
meals a day and orders anything he wants. At the studio he is 
generally surrounded by a number of admirers. Particularly is this 
true when he eats his lunch at the studio restaurant, and he invari- 
ably makes arrangements with the waitress to give him the check 
for the crowd.

lnguest Into Death of B. P. 
Collings Is Adjourned 
* Until Friday. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—An- 


other link in Mrs. Benjamin P. 
Collings’ story of the murder of her 
husband on Long Island sound a 
fortnight ago is a faded, white, 


linen bag. 

‘The bag, which District Attorney 
Alexander G. Blue said closely re- 
sembled one*Gescribed by Mrs. Col- 
lings, was found on the beach at 
Liloyd’s neck approximately two 
miles from the point at whicn Col- 
lings’ body was washed ashore. 


Mrs. Collings said that one ef two 
men who killed her husband and 
abducted her threw papers Over- 
board from a bag as she was be- 
ing taken away from the yacht 
Penguin in a canoe. Blue said the 
bag found en the beach contained 
clothing and cloth. It was discov- 
ered by Policeman Biggs, who 
found Collings’ body. 

A grappling iron was taken to 
Blue’s office late today after post- 
ponement at Huntington of the in- 
quest into Collings’ death and it was 
thought the prosecutor planned to 
drag the waters of the sound for 
clothing which Mrs. Coiiings said 
her abductor removed and threw 
overboard during the canoe trip. 

A lead expioded during the day 
came from Jersey City, where Miss 
Leonora Adverta Muttart, a regis- 
tered nurse, was reported to have 
said she knew of two men who 
had motive to murder Collings. 
Miss Muttart barricaded herself in 
the apartment of her landlord for 
several hours to-avoid talking to 
police. Finally she submitted to 
questioning by an Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney of Suffolk County, 
who learned she had no knowl- 
edge whatever of the killing. 


The inquest was adjourned until | 


next Friday. Only two witnesses 
were heard today. They are Her- 
bert P.Collings, brother of the slain 
man, who identified his bedy, and 
Dr. Otto H. Schultze, who per- 
formed the autopsy. 

Dr. Schultze was threatened with 
contempt action when he objected 


to the line of questioning pursued 


by the Coroner. He testified Col- 
lings died from drowning and not 
from blows which fractured his 
skull. 

At Stamford, Conn., attorneys 
for Mrs. Collings criticised the con- 


testified for three hours. Homer 
S. Cummings of Mrs. Collings’ coun- 
sel said: “The inquest was not a 
judicial proceeding. It was a spec- 
tacle.”’

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Artists 
in New York received with divided 
opinions today the announced in- 
tention of Mrs. Helen Wills Moody, 
seven times woman's tennis cham- 
pion and known also as a pencil 
artist, to seek fame as an etcher 
under the guidance of Peter J.

Her 
first results may give a fair idea 
of her aptitude, but etching is an 
art which sometimies takes a great 
many years to master.” 

Platt is 73 years old. In 45 
years, he said, he never had pro- 
duced plates good enough to ex- 
hibit widely. He nevertheless 
taught many noted American etch- 
ers fine points of the art, Among 
these have been Louis Wolchonok, 
Robert Nisbet of Kent, Conn.; the 
late Emil Fuchs, Albert Sterner, 
Lucille Douglass, Peggy Bacon and 
Albert Grolil.

Growth Without Stimulus. 


On the other hand, it is officially 
pointed out that the volume of our 
yearly exports to Russia, despite 
our refusal to recognize the Soviet 
Government, has mounted under 
Soviet rule to a figure more than 
three times as great as the average 
for the five years of the Czarist re- 
gime preceding the war. The com- 
parison here is between $24,600,000 
and 77,300,000. Other figures cited 
by Col. Cooper show that in the 
last seven years, Russian-American 
trade has aggregated $750,000,000 
and has produced a balance in fa- 
vor of the United States closely ap- 
proximating $450,000,000. 

Figures such as these, it is ar- 
gued, do not show any pressing ne- 
cessity for recognition of Russia, or 
even for a modification of the Gov- 
ernment’s attitude of “neutrality” 
toward Russian trade. To the con- 
tention that this policy is working 
a discrimination in favor of great 
corporations against smaller ones, 
the reply is made that even if rec- 
ognition were granted, it would be 
impossible for a consular and trade 
service in Russia to function nor- 
mally, for the reason that the Gov- 
ernment, under the Soviet system, 
monopolizes foreign trade. 


Russia’s Purchasing Agent.

PARIS, France, Sept. 26. 

ITTLE by little the economic crisis is 

Lsvrenaine throughout the world. The 

British Empire, which has stood so stead- 

fastly for so many centuries, is tottering upon 

its base; the United States, hitherto consid- 

ered invulnerable, is sorely affected, and 

Germany’s economic machine is crumbling to 
pieces. 

Delegates to the twelfth annual conference 
of the League of Nations appear to be _pro- 
foundly discouraged. And they have reason 
to be, for never before have the nations of 
the world been so divided in their political 
conceptions, nor have their finances ever 
been in so critical a state. M. Aristide Bri- 
and, whose opinions have always been atten- 


tively considered by the other delegates, has | 


seen his hope for a European Contederation 
for which he has worked so hard, gradually 
diminish, 

Fortunately the International Court of 
Justice, after a difficult battle, has con- 
demned “Anschluss,” the proposed customs’ 
union beetween Germany and Austria. ‘It 
appears that the vote of the judges was ar- 
ranged so as not to hurt the feelings of any- 
one. We are very contented with the result, 
for we were not looking for a glorious French 
victory: that was not our aim. In the cam- 
paign which I conducted against the “An- 
schluss,’’ the interests of the world had as 
large a place in my heart as the interests of 
France. 

Sympathy for England. 

As the Honorable Mr. Henderson was s0 
quick to understand, we were working simply 
for the preservation of the new-born world 
diplomacy of peace and solidarity among the 
nations as against the old deadly political 
conceptions ef the pre-war period. The Ger- 
man people should understand this; they 
should be convinced by the arguments set 
forth-by M. Anzilotti in his remarkable 
speech. It was necessary in the interests 
of international affairs to forbid the “An- 
schluss” and the German people should ac- 
cept without hostility the wise decision taken 
by Messrs. Curtius and Schober. Should 
they not do this and should a violent reac- 
tion take place in Germany against the judg- 
ment, all the ground which we have gained 
shall be lost, 

The action taken by Mr. Curtius gives us 
renewed hope for a European Confederation. 
We thank the representatives of the South 
American countries for the services which 
they have rendered to the cause of peace. * 

The recent collaboration between France 
and England should help along greatly the 
formation of a European confederation. Every 
right-thinking Frenchman sympathizes with 
England in her efforts to bring closer togeth- 
er the various elements which make up her 
empire and is following with interest the 
preparations which have been made for the 
conference of the Round Table. Those per- 
sons who are trying to shake the confidence 
of the world in England’s stability need not 
count upon us to join them. The friends of 
Great Britain can help her by Believing in 
her power to solve her difficulties and by co- 
operating with Mr. Philip Snowden in pro- 
mulgating this opinion. 

No matter what the deficit in England’s 
budget (it has been estimated at 120,000,- 
000 pounds by the May Committee and still 
higher by others) she is strong enough to 
overcome her difficulties. The only danger 
lies in the fact that Mr. MacDonald may be 
hampered in his efforts by the insidious cam- 
paign which is being waged against him by 
his political enemies. They will only help 
in widening the cracks which have appeared 
in the financial structure. 
Money Loans No Solution.

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NEW YORK STATE'S RELIEF PLAN. 
New York State now is well prepared to face a 
winter that, according to William Green, “will test 
our faith in each other.” Gov. Roosevelt has just 
signed two bills, passed’ by a special session of the 
Legislature, to provide a fund of $20,000,000 for re 
lief purposes. This amount will be raised by a 50 
per cént increase in the State income tax rate for 
the coming year. 
It is a judicious and well balanced program. The

Half the allotment will be devoted to relief in the 
home, on a tentative basis of matching every dollar 
obtained locally with 40 cents of State money. How-

Must War Debts Be Canceled? 


With growing paralysis of world credit, due to concentration of gold in United 
States and France, either one of two remedies must be applied: the war debts 
must be canceled or debtor nations must be permitted to recapture gold by the 


sale of their goods.

The movement 
of gold from the rest of the world to Paris 
and New York has apparently been tem- 


. porarily checked by the granting of an 


enormous short-term loan by the United 
States and France to the Bank of England. 
And still there is no sign of any change of 
American opinion from its confident belief 
that “there is no necessity for any can- 
cellation of war debts.” 

American opinion is perfectly right. 
There is no necessity for any cancellation 
of war debts, because there is another al- 
ternative. But there is only one other 
practicable alternative, and the necessity 
for either cancellation or that alternative, 
Or an adequate portion of both, is over- 
whelming. That alternative is the accept- 
ance by the ultimate creditors, the United 
States and France, of payment in goods 
instead of gold. o whatever extent the 
United States and France wil] accept goods 
from abroad in lieu of gold—goods, that 
is, in addition to the foreign goods which 
they are presently enabled to buy with the 
credits obtained from their own exports— 
to that extent the war debts can be col- 
lected and need not be canceled. To the 
extent that they cannot be collected in 
that way and must, if collected at all, be 
collected in gold, they cannot be collected. 
The attempt to collect them will result in 
widespread ruin, and a tremendous exten- 
sion of the regime of communism. 


Repudiation will become necessary if the 
war debts continue to be collected in gold 
and retained in gold in the hands of the 
collectors, for the simple reason that there 
is not enough gold in the world to suffice 
for their payment. The present accumula- 
tion of 65 per cent of the world’s gold in 
the United States and France is the result 
of war debt collection in gold, and of noth- 
ing else. France is, on balante, a war 
debt creditor. for she is entitled to a larger 
sum from Germany than she is required to 
pay to the United States. The rest of the 
-telligerents are all debtors, and—except 
for the surplus of credits over debts in the 
case of France—the United States is the 
sole creditor. There is, however, in some 
cases, a sort of sub-credifor, usually Great 
Britain, who collects from the original 
debtor in order to make the settlement with 
the United arrangement made 
for the benefit of the creditor, because the 
credit of the intermediary is better than 
that of the ultimate debtor. The debts as 
a whole require the transfer to the United 
States, partly direct from the original 
debtor and partly through an intermediary, 
of about 3 per cent of the world’s totai 
gold supply every year, and of about 1 
per cent additional to France. The whole 
4 per cent in each year comes originally 
from ge ee :

.four-fifths of the visible. 


These economic results are simple and 
obvious enough. Whatever gold has passed 
into the hands of the United States and 
France during these 10 years has ceased 
to be offered as payment for the purchace 
of goods outside of these two countries. It 
has ceased to be part of the monetary 
supply of the world. It is not being em- 
ployed as money even in the countries 
where it is held: for if it were, it would 
set up such a differentiation of price be- 
tween those countries and the rest of the 
world that even the stiffest of protective 
tariffs would not wholly prevent some out- 
flow of gold in exchange for goods. Being 
out of employment as money, it has céased 
to exert any influence upon price levels; 
so that the price levels of the world have 
sunk to what they would be if the world’s 
real gold supply were, let us say, dimin- 
fished by one-third of the French-American 
holdings or about 22 per cent of its total. 


s s * 


But while the world’s effective gold sup- 
rly thus goes on diminishing, the amount 
of gold required to pay the annual instali- 
ments on the debts goes on increasing, and, 
consequently, the ratio between the annual 
instalment and the total gold supply grows 
at a terrific pace from year to year. As- 
suming for the sake of illustration that 
Germany is this year paying 3.5 per cent 
of the visible total of gold, she is really 
paying about 4.3 per cent of the real, ef- 
fective. gold supply. which is less than 
And if next year 
she has to pay 3.6 per cent of the visible 
total, she will be paying about 4.8 per cent 
of the effective supply, which by that time 
will be down to 75 per cent of the visible. 
The debtors, in a word, are paying in a 
commodity which the creditors are rapidly 
cornering. with the result that the value 
of the specified. amounts to be paid is con- 
stantly going up. 

This would not be the case if the two 
creditors were putting their annual receipts 
of gold back into international circulation 
again, by buying the goods of the debtor 
nations. But the gold statistics are suffi- 
cient evidence that they are not. It is 
quite probable that Germany and the other 
debtors between them could manage to 
turn out enough goods, over and above 
their own essential requirements, to buy 
back each year 4 per cent of the world’s 
gold supply in time to pay it to the cred- 
iters for the next installment, if the 
creditors would buy those goods. But .so 
long as the creditors decline to buy goods, 
and merely take the gold and withdraw it 
from circulation, the amount of coods re- 
quired to obtain a given amount of gold 
gees on rising with each succeeding year. 
There is only one end to that process: we 
have only to wait until one or more of 
the debtor countries gives up hope of being 
able to acquire the necessary gold to pay 
its next instaliment and simply says: “I 
will-not pay!” '

His will disposes of $61,900 in 
specific bequests..

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COMMUNITY GARDEN 
WORK TO BE EXTENDED 


Urban League -and ’ County 
Welfare Projects Prove 
Successful. 


Experimental community gardens 
sponsored last summer by the Ur-' 
ban Le e and the St. Louis 
County Welfare Association proved 
sO successful the work is to be ex- 
tended next year. 

The Urban League gardens are 
at Twenty-third and Dickson 
streets, in the 4200 block of Lab- 
adie avenue and in the 3000 block 
of Marnice place. The first is 
Owned by the Board of Education, 
the others are held privately. iIn 
St. Louis County, backyard gardens 
were fostered and more than an 
acre in Kinloch Park was lent by 
the owner. 

County highway and health de- 
partments helped in clearing more 
than 80 truckloads of debris from 
the Kinloch garden before cultiva- 
tion began. Unemployed men were 
paid in cash for their work and 
the products—potatoes, sweet pota- 
toes, tomatoes and beans—were dis- 
tributed by the Welfare Association. 

The garden at Twenty-third and 
Dickson streets, 150 by 100 feet, 
formerly was used as a roadway 
and amateur baseball lot. After 
preliminary plowing all work was 
done by several families who 
shared the crop. For several 
months the garden provided food 
for 36 persons. Products included 
onions, radishes, beets, tomatoes, 
cabbage, corn, beans, okra, squash, 
potatoes, peas, turnips and mustard 
greens, 

For the St. Louis gardens the 
Urban League supplied seeds, tools 
and fencing.

DIRIGIBLE, NAVY ANNOUNCES 


Skies, but an Aerial Scout- 
ing Cruiser.

recognition which it has followed 
since 1920 and (2) the question of 
the formal, legalistic limitations 
imposed by our scheme of govern- 
ment. 

The first set of limitations are 
imposei by expediency and cus- 
tom; they can be got around by a 
change of policy. The second set 
are binding. 

The policy of nonrecognition 
may or may not be a wise policy. 
We are concerned here with the 
fact of its existence. It has been 
in effect for 11 years, and there is 
no indication that it is going to be 
changed in the near future. 


|What Other Nations Did. 

The Government's ~* attitude of 
neutrality in respect to Russian 
trade flows naturally from the 
policy of nonrecognition. The quar- 
rel of those who would have the 
Government take an aggressive 
part in building up our exports to 
Russia is properly with this policy 
and not with the attitude which is 
its logical sequence. 

It would be possible for the 
Government to. enter into a trade 
agreement with Russia without 
granting de jure recognition. 
Great Britain did this under the 
Lloyd George Government of 1921. 
Italy and Norway did the same 
thing in 1921, Czecho-Slovakia in 
1922 and Denmark in 1923. In all 
these cases except that of Czecho- 
Slovakia the negotiation of the 
trade agreement has been followed 
by full recognition. 

If the United States should fol- 
low the example of these Govern- 
ments and make a trade agree- 
ment with Russia, it would be giv- 
ing Russia what the diplomatists 
call de facto recognition. Such 
recognition would be construed in 
our own country and throughout 
the world, and properly s0, as a 
step toward full recognition. It 
would be a violent change in the 
policy of the United States toward 
Russia. No such change is in con- 
templation. Even if de facto rec- 
ognition were grented, there would 
remain the question of how far the 
Governnient could go toward mak- 
ing the agreement yield tangible 
trade dividends. 


National Aid for Business. 

Let us take the larger scope of 
action that would be possible if the 
Governments should give full for- 
mal. recognition to the Soviet Gov- 
ernment. There would then be an 
exchange of Ambassadors and the 
resumption of diplomatic relations. 
Two things would be possible in 
the interest of trade relations: the 
negotiation of a commercial treaty 
and the establishment fh Russia of 
a full complement of consular of- 
ficers and trade attaches. Beyond 
these things the Government, with- 
out adopting a radical change in 
its foreign policy, could do no 
more than it is possible for it to 


do at the present moment. And,

| a8 we have seen, it is argued on 
behalf of the Government that the 
state capitalism, or state socialism, 
of the Soviet Union would operate 
against the normal functioning of 
the trade attaches and the consu- 
lar officers and make them useless 
as drummers-up of trade. 

There is another consideration 
much more important than this. 
Italy, Germany, Denmark, Austria, 
Great Britain, Sweden and other 
countries are now attempting to 
capture the foreign trade of Russia 
for their respective nationals 
through a system of government- 
guaranteed credits. This may take 
the form, as in Great Britain, of a 
general appropriation to facilitate 
foreign trade, a part of which is 
devoted to the Russian trade, or, 
as in Germany, of a special appro- 
priation earmarked for Russi. 
The net effect in both cases is the 
same. Credits for the promotion 
of exports to Russia are guaran- 
teed up to a maximum of 60 per 
cent of the amounts involved. 
Underwriting Credits. 

This system cf government aid 
to firms doing brsiness with Russia 
has sprung up in Europe in the 
last three or four years. In the 
opinion of our government officials 
it detracts from the force of the 
argument that the United States 
ought to recognize Russia as a 
means of stimulating our Russian 
trade. For, they ask, of what use 
would recognition be if the Govern- 
ment were not prepared thereafter 
to use the same methods that the 
other Governments are using in 
support of their nationals? 

The United States, it is argued, 
could hardly underwrite credits for 
the benefit of exporters to Russia 
without doing the same thing for 
the exporters to all the other coun- 
‘tries with which we do business. 
Whether this aid to business were 
confined to Russian trade or not, it 
would involve a radical change in 
our foreign policy and would add 
a new touch of paternalism to the 
Government. 

The question, as stated by the 
opponents of recognition is whether 
those who are urging recognition 
of Russia on the ground of its prob- 
able beneficial effect on Russian 
trade would be willing to take the 
next logical step and subsidize our 
exporters. 

Col. Cooper has said that “the 
exigencies of present world eco- 
nomic conditons call for a con- 
certed comprehensive economic 
study of the Soviet market by a 
personnel comprising the business, 
industrial and financial leaders of 
all countries that normally should 
participate in trade with Russia.”’ 
He believes that our trade with 
Russia should be built up through 
private initiative, with private 
credits. : 

Col. Cooper, it is clear, wanfs no 
hostile interference by this Govern- 
ment with the normal flow of Rus- 
sian trade. It is equally clear that

ONE CONVICTION AND 
ACQUITTAL IN WEER 


Eighteen Other Persons Enter 
Pleas of Guilty to Minor 
‘Offenses. — 


Two men were tried by Jury in 
the criminal division of Circuit 
Court last week. One was convict- 
ed, the other acquitted. 

Arthur Smith, 31 years-old, a 
motorbus driver running 
St. Louis and Chicago, received a 
life sentence when found guilty of 


a robbery under the Henry law. 


Smith, the sixteenth man to get life 
under the habitual criminal act: as 
applied by Circuit Attorney Frank- 
lin Miller, had. been offered a 20- 
year term if he would plead guilty. 

Twice previously he had dn 
convicted on felony charges. In 
1917 he was sentenced to two ygars 
at Boonville, and five years later 
he got a penitentiary term for rob- 
bery. He was one of three men 
who, on March 25 last, held up 
William F. Chassels, night clerk of 
the Northwestern Hotel, taking $33 
and a revolver. On the stand Smith 
denied robbing the hotel, declaring 
he was in Chicago, having gone 
there with his bus. The State pro- 
duced two witnesses who said he 
was in a drug store at 4173 Juniata 
street o@ the evening of that day. 
He was charged with the robbery 
of the drug store as well as with 
the robbery of two other places. 

Merrill Marshall and Jack Rey- 
nolds, Smith’s companions in rob- 
bery jobs, entered pleas of guilty 
and are already in the penitentiary. 

Eddie McWllson, a Negro, charged 
with a larceny from a dwelling 
house, was acquitted when the evi- 
dence was not thought sufficient 
by a jury. 

Sherman Olive, 19, Negro ex- 
convict, charged with robbery un- 
der the Henry law, entered a plea 
of guilty and received minimum 
punishment, 10 years. He held up 
Nick Holzinger in a grocery at 
2300 La Salle street, March 9, tak- 
ing $150. 

Others who pleaded guilty and 
their punishments were: Emerson 
Whitfield, burglary and larceny, 
four years; Sefton Causey, uttering 
bogus check, two years; Orville 
Mannings, burglary, two years; 
Frank Ross, larcenry of motor ve- 
hicle, two years; John Webb, lar- 
ceny of motor vehicle, 60 days; 
Lucille Young, larceny from. the 
person, 60 days; James Quigley, 
driving automobile while intoxicat- 
ed, 30 days and paroled to report 
for six months; Milton Lambert, 
malicious destruction of property, 
one year; Ollie Perkins, larceny of 
motor vehicle, one year; Kermit 
C. Lee, larceny of motor vehicle, 
six months; Ben Rickert, attempt- 
ed forgery, fourth degree, 69 days 
in jail; Mathew Wilson and Law- 
rence McCann, Keeping a gaming 
deevice, $250 and costs; Felix 
Vasques, carrying a concealed 
weapon, 50 days; Fred Hayes, ac- 
quiring possession of firearms 
without permit, six months, and 
paroled to report one year; Eddie 
Adams, larceny of a motor vehi- 
cle, nine months, and Esther John- 
son, malicious trespass, six months. 

A charge of carrying a concealed 
weapon against William Dickerson 
and a charge of larceny from a 
dwelling against Fred Adams were 
dismissed by the Circuit Attorney's 
office for insufficient evidence.

IN RAIL DETECTIVE’S MURDER 


East St. Louis Officers Leave for 
Kansas City to Get Second 
Suspect. 

Three East St. Louis detectives 
departed yesterday for Kansas City 
to take charge of a Negro held 
there for the murder of Elbert P. 
Mankin, Terminal Railroad detec- 
tive, the night of Aug. 21 at Valley 

Junction, in East St. Louis. 

The Negro gave his name as 
Caleb D. Eckford, alias C. D. Lang- 
ford. He is said to have waived 
extradition and will be returned to 
East St. Louis. 

Mankin was killed when he 
started toward the spot where two 
Negroes were holding up _ six 
youths who had stopped to repair 
a flat tire. From the manner in 
which he was shot, it was thought 
he did not know he was interrupt- 
ing a holdup. 

Elwood Rose. a Negro of East 
St. Louis, was arrested the day 
after the killing and admitted he 
had participated in the holdup. 
Although he was identified by the 
youths as the robber who shot the 
detective, he ascribed the shooting 
to his accomplice.

His mother's estate, Seaverge, is one 
of the show places of that resort. 

The young woman who alleges she 
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acted as ‘‘love pilot’’ for the wealthy 
youth is not without distinction her- 
self. She is an honor graduate of the 
New England Conservatory of Music of 
Boston, a student of Alfred de Voto 
and the Juillard School of Music, and 
a member of the Nu Phi Epsilon and 
Phi Kappa Lambda sororities. She is 
24 years old and came from Nashville, 
Tennessee. She lives with her mother, 
Mrs. Frank King, in Brookline, Great- 
er Boston. Her family is said to be in 
comfortable circumstances. 

It is an interesting story of the res- 
cue of young Hartford that Miss King 
relates, but not as detailed as it might 
be. Probably mothers of difficult son; 
would like to know more about suc- 
cessful technic in such cases. 

According to her account, George, 
then a freshman at Harvard, became 
infatuated with a New York woman of 
the adventuress type last year, and 
early in February, 1931, his mother 
became so worried about the affair 
that she engaged a suite at the Cop- 
ley Plaza Hotel here to be near her 
son. The situation did not improve, 
and at last Mrs. Hartford devised a 
rather extraordinary plan, Miss King 
asserts, and asked authorities at the 
New England Conservatory of Music 
to help her put it into effect. She is 
alleged to have told them that she 
wanted some nice girl, possessing char- 
acter and poise, to take George under 
her wing, direct him in the paths of 
righteousness and have him meet other 
really nice girls, who might cause him 
to forget the charmer in New York. 


HE petition states that the con- 
servatory authorities recom- 
mended several girls, amonx 
them Miss King, and that the girls 
were interviewed by Mrs. Hartford in 
her hotel suite, with the result that 
Miss King was selected. Mrs. Hartford 
is said to have offered to adopt Miss 
King if she succeeded in diverting 
George's affections from the New York 
woman, but the pfanist is reported to 
have indicated that her own family 
suited her well enough and to have re- 
quested a suitable financial reward in- 
stead. George, of course, was left in 
the dark about all this, the petition 
explains. 
Then began, according to Miss King, 
a very busy time for young George. 
She says that through her efforts he 
received attention from so many beau- 
tiful girls that his affair with the 
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Miss Mildred King, 
who claims she rescued

adventuress on commission 
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“gold digger’’ began to wane. Who 
this New York woman was, inciden- 
tally, Miss King has declined to say. 
Her identity will not be disclosed until 
the trial of the suit for $100,000, the 
pianist declared, and then only if it is 
absolutely necessary. 

Discussing the case recently, Miss 
King said: 

‘‘My associations with Mr. Hartford 
were purely platonic. All the time that 
I spent with him was devoted to ac- 
complishing the work his mother as- 
signed me. 

“Mrs. Hartford herself introduced 
me to her son. I in turn introduced 
him to several nice girls. I even taught 
him to play the piano. 

‘‘T had a number of girls in to meet 
him, not only music students, but 
others. From time to time I corre- 
sponded with his mother or talked 
with her on the telephone, reporting 
the progress I was making, and she 
seemed much pleased.”’ 


O CLOSE friends the former 
Nashville girl confided that 
George ‘‘was a fine boy, but hap- 
py-go-lucky, and I had a job accom- 
plishing my purpose.’’ 

In the face of Mrs. Hartford's as- 
sertion that she never met her, the 
young woman said she had made trips 
with the Hartford family while in Mrs. 
Hartford's employ, one such trip being 
to Montreal. 

Lucius E. Thayer of Boston, Miss 
King's attorney, has added to her ac- 
count of the guidance of George: 
‘“‘Miss King either monopolized his 
spare time outside study hours or it 
was monopolized by girls she had in- 
troduced to him, so that he had no

Diathermy is the latest major de- 
velopment in therapy for the insane. 
[t is an outgrowth of the discovery 
that paresis could be successfully 
treated with malaria. For more than 
a decade this treatment has been wide- 
ly used, patients being inoculated with 
malaria germs at frequent intervals 
and thus subjected to the high fever 
which accompanies the disease. The 
medical profession is loath to acknow]l- 
edge new ‘‘cures”’ for anything, but so 
impressive is the record of this treat- 
ment that its efficacy is now generally 
recognized. Some of the persons with 
whom malaria was first used to com- 
bat paresis, more than 1/) years ago. 
are going about their daily work and 
giving no indications of a relapse from 
sanity. A recent writer on the sub- 
ject says most institutions using this 
method obtain “lasting clinical remis- 
sions,’ that is, complete eradication 


of paretic insanity, 
in 30 per cent of 
the patients thus 
treated, while an 
even larger num- 
ber improve, but 
not sufficiently to 
resume their former occupations. 

But there are a good many disad- 
vantages in the malaria treatment. 
some persons are immune to malaria. 
for one thing, others have certain ail- 
ments which would be fatally aggra- 
vated by it. In some cases the fever 
does not become high enough to be ef- 
fective against the paresis. Further- 
more, there is the difficulty that the 
malaria fever cannot be regulated; it 
can be ;s ped, usually, if necessary, 
but it cannot be raised or lowered to 
sult an individual case. 

Because of these disadvantages, a 
way was. sought to obtain the bene- 
ficial effects of malaria by some other 
method. Many investigators became 
convinced the intense fever was the 
disease’s only therapeutic element: 
they turned their attention then to the 
artificial production of fever, and the 
diathermy apparatus was a result. 
Prominently associated with the de- 
velopment of the new device were Dr. 
C: A. Newman and Dr. S. L. Osborne, 
working at Northwestern University 
and the Cook County Hospital, and 
Dr. J. Cash King and Dr. Edwin W 
Cocke of Tennessee. 


HE apparatus used at the hospi- 

tal here consists of a machine of 

the vario frequency type and a 
jacket of tinfoil electrodes. There are 
four of these electrodes, seven by nine 
inches in size, which are strapped 
against the patient's torso. two in 
front and two in the rear. Because of 
the large area of skin surface in con- 
tact with the electrodes the current is 
not concentrated at any point, and 
there is no blistering. 

Fitted with this electric jacket, the 
patient lies on a cot beside the ma- 
chine and is snugly wrapped to his 
chin in rubber sheets and woolen 
blankets, in alternating layers. This 
covering keeps heat from escaping. 

High frequency current then. is 
passed through the patient’s body. The 
current is gradually increased until 
the patient's fever reaches the desired 
height, and then is modified to what- 
ever extent is necessary to maintain 
the fever at that level. It is the 
practice here to raise the temperature 
to about 105 degrees and keep it there

vast majority of the mentally afflict- 
ed didn’t fare that well. Kept in 
chains, behind iron bars, often ill- 
fed, brutally treated, their phys- 
ical ailments neglected, it is small 
wonder that the ones who were 
not reduced to an insentient leth- 
argy glared and howled like wild 
beasts. The institutions for the insane 
in those days were mad houses, with 
all the name implies. Hogarth, sav- 
age critic of the society of his time, 
has pictured such a place in. his 
‘Scene in Bedlam’’—Bedlam being 
the popular name for the _ Beth- 
lehem Royal. Mental Hospital in 
England.

There is not a little romance back 
of this project for building a bridge 
over the Golden Gate. There were 
many obstacles in the way. Objec- 
tions raised by vested interests had to 
be overcome. Then political opposition 
arose and there were the usual in- 
ertia and lack of imagination on the 
part of many whose support was neces- 
sary before the undertaking could 
proceed. The whole course of the 
project up to the present time has 
been a struggle. But most of the trou- 
ble is over now and work at last is 
under way on the structure itself. This 
much may be said: If ever there was 
need for a bridge there is need for this 
one. 


T PRESENT the only way one 
Aw go by automobile from 
San Francisco to that vast and 
interesting region which lies north- 
west of San Francisco Bay, with 
its mountains, its fruit lands, its 
magnificent scenery, is by auto ferry. 
Two such lines of boats run between 
San Francisco and the little town of 
Sausalito, which climbs the hills on 
the shore of Marin County to face San 
Francisco across the Golden Gate. The 
older of these, the Northwestern Pa- 
cific, which runs from the Ferry 
Building at Market street, is a sub- 
sidiary of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, which has an important termi- 
nus at Sausalito and which originally 
organized the ferry service as a feeder 
for its trains operating from this 
point. This line has been in existence 
for 60 vears or more, since long be- 
fore the general use of automobiles 
was in sight. The boats, therefore, 
were built solely for passengers and 
not for automobile traffic. 
With the advent of the automobile 
there arose a demand on the part of 
the public for a means of transport- 
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ing cars across this part of the bay. 
The Northwestern Pacific responded 
to the demand, but the response was 
a grudging one. Apparently blind to 
the business possibilities of the auto- 
mobile ferry, the company at first re- 
fused to carry more than one car ata 
time. Even then an automobile could 
not be taken on board the boat until 
its gasoline tank had been drained. 
This was because of a notion, widely 
prevalent 20 years ago, that it was 
very dangerous to transport gasoline. 
In those days a passenger who wished 
to take his car across by ferry had to 
drain his tank and then have the 
machine pushed aboard by deck 
hands. When he _ reached the 
other side the car was pushed 
ashore by the same Jaborious 
method and the gasoline 
tank refilled.

“SCOTTIE,” 


THE DOG OF 
THE DAY

SHORT, underslung 
fellow with a square 
snout and black shoe- 
button eyes, the Scot- 
tish terrier, has 
worked his way up in- 
to the aristocracy of 
dogdom. He has pushed the effete 
Pekingese out of the smarter lim- 
ousines and he is beginning to be 
established as the children’s dog. 
America follows style trends in 
dogs just as it does in hats and 
motor cars and for the moment 
the Scottish terrier is the smart 
dog. 

It isn't that he is a social 
climber. Unquestionably it bores 
him to be shown off at dog shows 
with the borzois and the Dober- 
mann pinschers, but with his usu- 
al patience and almost unfailing 
good nature, he puts up with it. 
There is that Scots twinkle in his 
eye. ‘‘This is a foolish business, 
but I'll put up with it,’’ he seems 
tO say. 


At heart he is very little differ- 
ent from his Scottish ancestors. 
Though inbreeding may have al- 
tered his body type somewhat, he 
is as valiant as ever against rats 
and all kinds of vermin and even 
animals much larger than himself. 
Albert Payson Terhune writes 
that he will go down a badger 
hole without hesitation and either 
the badger or the Scottie will 
never come out of that hole again. 

‘‘Few breeds have had such sud- 
den popularity,’’ said a writer in 
the Dog World not long ago. Last 
winter it was impossible to get a 
puppy in the Chicago district for 
less than $50. But the Scottish 
terrier is not the first dog by a 
long way to enjoy a pronounced 
vogue. Before him there was, not 
so long ago, the police dog, and 
the Airedale had a brief but 
marked popularity. Fifteen to 20 
years ago it was the Boston ter- 
rier. 

While there are several kennels 
devoted exclusively to Scottish 
and Cairn terriers in and around 


St. Louis, this city has not taken 
to the Scottie so rapidly as the 
East has. St. Louis, according to 
reports from dog fanciers and vet- 
erinarians, remains loyal to the 
standard breeds, those that stay 
in favor regardless of what the 
vogue may be, the collie, the Bos- 
ton terrier, the commoner fox ter- 
rier.

| sears the Scottish terrier has 

carried off innumerable hon- 
ors. The international Scottie 
champion, Talavera Toddler, won 
dogdom’s most coveted prize, 
having been adjudged best in the 
show of 5000 dogs of every breed 
at the Crystal Palace in London. 
Scotties have been judged best in 
the show in several American dog 
shows, particularly on the West 
coast, where they have come into 
sudden favor. 

The modern Scottish terrier is 
a direct descendant of the Cairn 
terrier of Scotland. It was not un- 
til about 1880 that he was classed

as a separate breed. Sir Paynton 
Pigott is responsible for the Scot- 
tie of today. Sir Paynton’s Gran- 
ite was the  great-great-great- 
great-grandfather of most of the 
leading thoroughbreds of today. 
Shortly after the breed was de- 
veloped, it became immensely, pop- 
ular not only in Scotland but in 
England. On his native heath the 
Scottie’s admirers fought for the 
right to call him officially ‘‘Scot- 
tish,’”*’ and won out, over his an- 
cestor, the Cairn, and his cousins, 
the Skye, the Border, the Clydes- 
dale, the Dandie Dinmont, and the 
White West Highland, all Scottish 
terriers. The Scottie’s vogue 
spread to America and 25 years 
ago he was fairly popular. 
Terriers have long been asso- 
ciated with Scotland’s history. 
Many of the clans developed their 
own breeds of terrier, useful in 
hunting otter and foxes and in 
ridding the houses and barns of 
vermin. The Cairn terrier, for ex- 
ample, is a direct descendant of 
packs of terriers kept purely and

solely for hunting by the Mac- 
Donalds of Waternish on the is- 
land of Skye, one of the Hebrides 
group. Somehow these stout, 
coarse-haired dogs fit into the pic- 
ture of the melancholy moor and 
the bleakness of the Hebrides. 
The Scottie of late has been 
represented by numerous artists. 
Marguerite Kirmse has done sev- 
eral etchings that have been ex- 
tremely popular and her Scotties 
in bronze have sold equally well. 


HAT many dog fanciers 
WV are wondering is whether 

or not the Scottie is to 
have only a brief vogue and then 
pass into oblivion. There has 
been some criticism that un- 
wise inbreeding has tended to ac- 
centuate certain defects. But at 
any rate this is the Scottie’s day. 
If anything was needed to clinch 
this fact it was the photograph 
published not long ago of the 
Lindbergh baby. Riding proudly 
in the young Lindbergh's go-cart 
was a coal-black Scottie.

Hoctor to put her in charge of the 
music for the weekly dances, as 
she had been a talented musician. 
She became interested in this ac- 
tivity and her mind began to func- 
tion in a healthful way again. 
Her privileges were gradually ex- 
tended, her existence more and 
more resembling normal life, and 
she was finally completely cured 
—after nine years here. She now 
holds a responsible teaching po- 
sition. 

There was the case of a St.. 
Louisan who came to the hospital 
with a manic depressed type of 
insanity. He had hallucinations, 
heard voices in the air,-and had 
to be watched carefully to prevent 
suicide. Nothing was found to 
rouse him from his abysmal de- 
pression until it was discovered 
he had played baseball when a 
youth, and he was sent out to 
practice with the baseball team 
composed of patients of the hos- 
pital. He at once became interest- 
ed, began to improve mentally and 
won a place on the team. In two 


months he was cured. 
A mnase. a woman's literary 
club, at whose fortnightly 
meetings tea is served, movies, 
concerts. The hospital maintains 
a library for its patients, and 
there is an orchestra made 
up of patients and employes. 
Several of the _ illiterate pa- 
tients are being taught to read 
and write by associates. There 
is a large flower garden tended 
by women. A few of the men keep 
their coon dogs at the institution 
and go hunting with them—un- 
armed, of course. Incidentally, 
one patient has earned money 
while at the hospital raising coon 
dogs for sale.

to mental health. Mayme Arnold, 
who conducts the shop, has five 
patients as assistant. 

Neatness and order are empha- 
sized at Farmington. The institu- 
tion is badly overcrowded, as all 
of Missouri's eleemosynary insti- 
tutions are, but confusion seems to 
be absent. The beds are crowded 
together, but they are in orderly 
rows, smoothly made up, and 
gleaming with clean linen. In the 
residence cottages the floors shine, 
furnishings are clean and orderly. 


NE notices the lack of ob- 
() vious restraint. In certain 
buildings doors are kept 


locked, and some of the win- 
dows are reinforced with heavy 
wire.
